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Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1-14 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising 
compounds of formula I and II. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single 
disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

During a telephone conversation with Mr. Jeff Hsi on July 6, 2005 a provisional election 
was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of the compound on page 125, lines 5-9. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

The elected species was not found in the prior art and the search was expanded to 
embrace the full scope of claim 1 . 

Note that compounds, corresponding compositions, a method of use and a process of 
making that are of the same scope are considered to form a single inventive concept. Claims 12- 
14 are not so linked as to form a single inventive concept. These claims require the presence of 
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additional ingredients, which have to searched separately and raise different issues of 
patentability. These claims are withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to non-elected 
subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claims 1-5 and 7-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

i) The term "substituted" without saying which substituents are intended is indefinite. One 
skilled in the art cannot say which substituents are permitted and which ones are not. 

ii) The term "heteroaryl" is indefinite because it is not known how many atoms are present, how 
many and what kind of heteroatoms are involved, what size ring is intended and how many rings 
are present. 

iii) The term "heterocycloalkyl" is confusing. Is a heterocycle intended? It is not known what 
kind of a ring is intended because one cannot say how many atoms make up the ring, which 
atoms are present and what kind of a ring (monocyclic, bicyclic, spiro, fused, bridged, saturated, 
etc.) is intended. 

iv) Claim 7 is an independent claim. All of the limitations of an independent claim should be 
included within the claim. 

v) Similarly, the compounds claimed in claim should be included in the claims. 
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Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
